KOCHKSTER, N. Y., Sept, 8.—A col- 


lision between passenger trains 19 and 
20 occurred near Lockport, at 4:12 this 
morning on the Central railroad, in 
which Baggageman Fiddler, of New 
York, was killed, and Engineer Bradley 
and Fireman Houston, both of Syra- 
cuse, were badly hurt, Bradley's legs 
being broken. - No passengers were 
hurt, Tho accident is atributed to a 
semaphore light going out. 


The trains met on a single track, and 


when stopped, the 
rear of train 20 


was on the high bridge over tho Erie 
oaaal. When taken from the wreck 
Engineer Bradley was unconscious, but 
had a cigar in his mouth. Train 20 
was moving Blow at the time, and 19 
cannot have been at high speed, as 
the cars did not leave the track. 


A OKEEN SWITCHMAN. 


TROT, N. Y., Sept. 8.—At 7:30 o'clock 


this morning a green switchman, who 
took tho place of a striker at the Stato 
street crossing in this city, threw a 
switch before the rear of an Albany 
local had passed. The end of the oar 
was carried over against a locomotive 
standing on the other track and was 
partially turned over against the stone 
wall at the north end of the Congress 
street tunnel. The last car was com- 
pletely wrecked and the next one ahead 
badly damaged. Of tho twelve passen- 
gers in the rear car at the time all es- 
caped but one, E. J. Bliss, of Boston, 
who was cut on the head and face by 
broken glass, and his elbow and hand 
gashed. His injuries are only slight. 
Conductor Hencon was also slightly in- 
jured. The locomotive into which the 
car crashed was considerably damaged 
and was taken to the round house. 
Travel on the road was resumed in two 
hours.

WHEELING, W. Va,, Sept. 8.—A ter- 


rible freight wreck occurred at Board 
Tree tunnel of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
railroad early this morning. Two fast 
freight^ collided at the entrance to the 
tunnel and both engines and ten cars 
were wrecked and burned np. It is 
known that Engineers Charles Lick- 
berry and Dominick Kelly, together 
with both firemen, whose names are not 
known, were killed. The body of an 
unknown man has also been found in 
the wreck. Several other trainmen re- 
ceived serious but not fatal injuries. 


TKA1H WBEOKEBS. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 8.— Reed, the 


alleged train wrecker, arrested at Hud- 


son, is still kept in close confinement at 
the Central railroad depot in this oity. 
Nobody is allowed to talk to him, and 
his family are not even permitted to see 
him. Superintendent Bissell and De- 
tective Pinkerton refused to answer any 
questions, bat hint 
to reporters of 


coming sensational developments. The 
general impression is that Beed is held 
for information, and is voluntarily a 
prisoner.

THE TARIFF HIM, 


diminished to 60,000,000; qualified by 
the somewhat amibigous statement from 
the finance committee, that if importa- 
tions were kept up on the present scale, 
notwithstanding tho increase of duties, 
the reduction of revenue would bo only 
about twenty millions. He went on to 
give a resume of appropriations for the 
year and estimating revenues at 400,- 
000,000 a year, predicted a deficit of 
50,000,000 just as sure as tho rising of 
the sun. 


Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, opposed the 


amendment on tho ground that it would 
put $35,000,000 in the pockets of tho 
men who owned tho hundred million 
gallons of sprirts now on hand, and also 
on the ground that it would make the 
liquor business an important element 
in the financial system of the govern- 
ment.

A Convention Untliercd at Frankfort

FiiAXKroiiT, Ky., Sept. 8.— A conven- 


vention to revise and amend tho consti- 
tution of Kentucky convened in this 
city to-day. It is composed of 100 dele- 
gates and embraces the most dis- 
tinguished men in tho stale, among 
them being tho present governor, an ex- 
governor, an ex-chief justice and several 
distinguished judges and juriste. 
The 


convention is tho result of repeated at- 
tempts on the part of tho people to 
take from the / constitution several 
obnoxious features placed there by the 
pro-slavery convention of 1810, and to 
make it conform with modern ideas. 
The convention assembled at noon in 
the.hall of the house of representatives 
and proceeded at once to organize. A 
score of delegates are candidates for the 
distinguished honor of being made pres- 
ident of the convention, bnt the one 
most frequently spoken of in that con- 
nection is es-Governor Proctor Kuotfc, 
tho delegate from Marion county.

Still Under Discussion m the Senate 


-A Hoosler Gets an Office. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—The senate 


met at 10 o'clock this morning, and after 
agreeing to the conference report on the 
river and fcwbor bill, without discus- 
sion, and without a yea and nay vote, 
resumed consideration of the tariff bill, 
the debate on the bill and amendments 
to bo limited to thirty minutes for any 
senator on any one subject. 
A number 


of changes or amendments iu the bill 
reported from the finance committee 
were made, among them the following: 
Making the duty on phosphorous ten 
per cent, advalorem, instead of ten 
cents per pound; making the paragraphs 
relating to shingles read "white pine 
shingles twenty cents per thousand; all 
other thirty cents per thousand." Mr. 
Plumb then ottered his amendment, of 
which he had given notice, placing a tax 
of 81.25 per gallon o* distilled spirits, 
and spoke in support of it. 


He said that he offered it because he 


believed that it would bo necessary to 
have the additional revenue which 
would bo thus provided—about twenty- 
two millions—to meet the requirements 
of the government. Ho was not un- 
mindful of the fact that the question 
had heon discussed from an entirely 
different stand point, and that very 
elaborate efforts had been made to ehow 
that there would bo no deficiency. In 
fact he was bound to presume that 
when the tariff bill passed tho house of 
representatives, those who were respon- 
sible but believed that under it the 
necessary revenue would be collected. 
The reduction of revenue which the 
bill, as it passed the honso, would effect 
had been estimated at 371,000,000.

NOBFAIK, Va., Sept. 8.—The death of 


B. P. Wheeler here on Saturday night 
was indirectly due to a resolution of- 
rered by him at tho grand army con- 
vention at Petersburg last spring re- 
flecting on the confederate flag. Up to 
that time he was doing a good business 
and was very popular with the people of 
Norfolk. The resolution he offered was 
in the shape of a petition to congress to 
stop the manufacturer of the confeder- 
ate flag, which Wheeler termed a "con- 
temptible rag." His action aronsed the 
people here and 
affected Wheeler's 


business to such an 
extent that 


after 
some 
weeks 
he 
publicly 


denied being responsible for the resolu- 
tion. He even went so far as to appear 
in a parade at the head of a detachment 
of Grand Army men at the time of a 
confederate celebration. It was subse- 
quently proven, however, that ho was 
the author of the resolution, and then 
the feeling against him became inten- 
sified. His business continued to go 
down, and he sought relief iu drink. To 
an over indulgence is attributed his 
de«.th. Wheeler was an ex-union soldier 
and a native of Nevr York. 


Ity a Premature lilast at Spokane 


Falls. 


SroKANK FALI,S, Wash., Sept. 8.— At 


5:55 o'clock last evening a premature 
blast in tho Northern Pacific yards 
killed forty-five men outright and in- 
jured nearly three score more. 


Some of tho workmen were preparing 


blasts to be touched off after the other 
workmen and teams had departed for 
tho night. One blast had been pre- 
pared. In the second it was exploded, 
the jar also touching off the first blast. 
Twenty-five thousand cubic feet of rock 
was blown over upon the unsuspecting 
mass of humanity, with terrible re- 
sults.

LOCKPORT, N. Y., Sept. 8.—At Kan-

adopted sister, Eose Grambo, eight or 
nine y^ars of age. 
The children's 


parents were away at the time. Young 
Grambo is said to have loaded a shot 
gun with sand and gravel and dis- 
charged it at the little girl's head. Ho 
then carried her in a wagon to the resi- 
dence of Dr. Long, who found that the 
pebbles had penetrated tho girl's brain 
and that her injuries were fatal. The 
boy claims that the shooting was acci- 
dental, but ho is supposed to havo been 
jealous of Rose, who had attached her- 
self to her adopted parent.

Miller, who had track- 
ed bim, and lodged him in jail again. 
Bennett was the ring leader in the 
Hunt road house robbery, and is under 
a sentence of two years in the peneten- 
tiary. He is a desperate fellow. Sher- 
iff Yiberg deserves credit for bringing 
about his recaptxire and frustrating the 
bold attempt of the other criminals to 
escape.

The death of J. D. Nuttman, the 


banker, was noted in the columns of 
THE SESTINEI. last Saturday. 
It oa- 


ctirred at such a late hour, however, 
that we were unable to append anything 
in the way of a biography of the de- 
ceased.

old. 
He was born at Elizabeth, N. J., 


November 25, 181G. In 1832 he went to 
Now York city, le.n iug his native town 
where he had taught bchool for a time. 
His education was the best the common 
schools could ghe, his father, Oliver 
Nuttman, being a merchant in fair cir- 
cumstances. Mr. Nuttman left New 
York iu 1837 and ^ cut to Tecumseh, 
Mich., aud only remained there a brief 
year, for in 1838 ho was again at Eliza- 
beth, N. J., in tho employ of Robert 
it Jonas Towuley, founders of the great 
dry goods house of Geo. DeWald & Co., 
in this city.

performance, like a judge, must ba 
above suspicion. It would bs a suspi- 
cioub thing for a judge to borrow money 
of a practitioner in his court, who is in- 
terested in securing a favorable inter- 
pretation of the law in bahalf of his 
client.

And the.<iueer thing shown by the testi- 
mony is that after Captain Lemon in- 
dorsed the five $5.000 notes, although 
he had several times before refused to 
do so, Commissioner Baum issued what 
is known as order No. 151 authorising 
a new procedure in the pension bureau 
by which a great mass of claims could 
be put on the "completed files." By 
this new procedure if the claims are not 
completed the pension clerks consider 
them completed as they can be, and 
pass them on. Lemon had thousands 
of cases ready when this order was 
issued, and ground the mill for all there 
was in it, makingthotisands of dollarsin 
feep. The borrowing charge is probably 
$10 ono that will make the most trouble 
for General Raum. It was a surprise to 
many that he needed to borrow at all.

Indiana, and the sixth in the nation, al- 
though its charter was numbered eleven. 
Mr. Nnttman continued iu the banking 
business for almost twenty years, or un- 
til the o\p ration of his first charter. 
He disposed of his interest and estab- 
lished il-e private bank of Xutfmau A 
Co., with 0 iver Hannn, his sou iu-law, 
as easier. In this business he con- 
tinned up to the time of his death, but 
fortwoyeais past the active manage- 
ment of affairs devolved on Mr. Hanua.

Iintt«illlr< at Gnxil Ili-ighta. 


A correspondent of tho 
Scientific 


American, writing from 
California, 


gives interesting observations upon the 
oceiiiicnoc of butterflies at elevations 
much above auy noted iu Europe. 
It 


is homething remarkable that these 
creatures of a summer day can fly so 
far, and can bear such a degree of cold 
as they do in crossing our mountain 
langes. 


Last summer, while on a peak of the 


Sierra Nevada Mountains, at an alti- 
tude of thirteen thousand feet, I saw 
butterflies sailing leisurely about in, the 
nir above me, with no more ado than if 
it had been a lowland garden. That 
was above the line of perpetual snow. 
In climbing that peak I had passed 
over snow ten feet deep. At another 
time, in tlie summer of 1877,1 saw but- 
terflies at an altitude of eleven thous- 
and feet, on a mountain of British Co- 
lumbia, near tho southeastern frontier 
of Alaska. 


There was a pass, although a high 


one, on the mountaiu, and the butter- 
flies iveie going through it to tho east' 
and seemed to be migrating. Although 
they v ero not so high as those fieen on 
the Sierra Nevada, yet in a latitude so 
far north it was inorp surprising to see 
them—practically almost 
under the 


arctic circle. 


The butterflies were several thousand 


feet above the line of perpetual snow. 
As I said, they seemed to be crossing 
the mountain, all going in the same di- 
rection. 


Tliope on the Sierra Nevada, on the 


other hand, appeared to be flying about 
for their o\\ n pleasure, not going auy 
wherein particular.

Making the duty on phosphorous ten 
per cent advaloremf* instead of ten 
coats per pound; making the paragraphs 
relating to shingles road "white pine 
shingles twenty cents per thousand; all 
other thirty <aW per thousand." Mr. 
Plumb then offered his amendment, of 
which be had given notice, placing a tax 
of ftl.25 per gallon on distilled spirits, 
and spoke in support of it 


He said that he offered it because he 


believed that it would be necessary to 
have the additional revenue which 
would be thus provided—about twenty- 
two millions—to meet the requirements 
of tbe government Ho was not un- 
mindful of the fact that the question 
had been discussed from an entirely 
different stand point, and that very 
elaborate efforts had been made to ehow 
that there would be no deficiency. In 
fact he was bound to. presume that 
when the tariff bill pawed the house of 
representatives, those who wore respon- 
sible but believed that under it the 
necessary revenue would bo collected. 
The reduction of revenue which tlio 
bill, as it passed tho house, wonld effect 
had been estimated at $71,000,000.

American, writing from 
California, 


given interesting observations upon the 
occurrence of butterflies at clevatiois 
much above auy noted iu Europe. It 
is some thing remarkable that these 
creatures of a summer day can ily so 
far, and can bear such a degree of cold 
as they do in crossing our mountain 
ranges. 


Last summer, while on a peak of the 


Sierra Nevada Mountains, at nn alti- 
tude of thirteen thonnand feet, 1 saw 
butterflies sailing leisurely about in the 
iiir above me*, with no more ado than if 
it had been a lov/land garden. That 
•was above tho lino of perpetual snow. 
In climbing that peak I had passed; 
over snow ten feet deep. At another 
time, in the summer of 1877, 1 saw but- 
terflies at an altitude of eleven thous- 
and feet, on a inouutnin of British Co- 
lumbia, near the southeastern frontier 
of Alaska. 


There was a pass, although a high 


one, on tlio mountain, and the butter- 
Hies were going through it totbeeaat" 
uuil seemed to bo migrating. Although 
they were not BO high as those seen on 
tlio Sierra Nevada, yet ia a latitude so 
far north it was more surprising to see 
them— practically almost 
under the 


arctic circle. 


Tho butterflies were several thousand 


feet above tho line of perpetual snow. 
As I said, they seemed to be crossing 
tho mountain, all going in tho same di- 
rection. 


Tlione on tho Sierra Nevada, on the 


other hand, appeared to bo flying abool 
for llicir own pleasure, not going any- 
whuro in i "articular.
